he can be sure of doing his eyes no 
more harm than if he were sitting up.

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BEEF CATTLE. 


Inder the above heading, the Ed- 
monten Bulletin devotes considerable 
space to answering our article re. 
the high price paid for beef cattle at 


Stettler a few weeks ago. The 
article reads : 
“The Red Deer News notes that 


a farmer in the Stettler district sold 
some steers for prices ranging from 
$90.00 per head to $120.00 per head, 
and The News calls upon its readers 
to marvel that such prices prevail 
and to regard them as_ blessings 
which would have been thrown away 
had reciprocity carried. The argu- 
ment does not hold, because at the 
weights given and the prevailing 
prices the steers would have brought 
as much money if sold in Chicago as 
they brought when sold to the Al- 
berta buyer. And if the fact that 
such prices prevailed in Alberta is 
something to marvel at—when equal- 
ly good prices prevail south of the 
houndary—is not that an admission 
that the prices are abnormal in this 
part of the continent? The practical 
question is— How many farmers in 
Alberta have steers ‘to scll, even at 
$90.00 per head?) And when they had 
steers to sell—as they had a_ few 
years ago—what were the prices 
then offered them? The prices which 
justly excite the satisfaction of The 
News are prices which prevail — in 
Alberta, only when the Alberta far- 
mers have few steers to sell. When 
he produces steers in plenty the price 
is cut down; and because the ‘buyers 


are few and the steers many the 
prices are cut below the margin 
which leaves the farmer a_ profit. 


That is why, though beef prices are 
high in Alberta, there are not enough 
cattle produced in this fine grazing 
Province to supply the local demand. 
Tf there were cattle enough to supply 
the demand, the prices would not be 
high ; by the evidence of many and 
unpleasant experiences, they would 
not be high enough to pay the far- 
mer for feeding the cattle. If our 
cattle had free entry into the great 
market next door, a surplus of beet 
cattle would not bring the ruinous 
cut in prices which has inevitably 
followed a surplus in years gone by, 
and which the farmer now clearly 
foresees would follow the production 
of a surplus three or four years 
hen-e. Manipulation of prices has 
ruined the beei-producing industry in 
Alberta, and until some element is 
introduced which will provide stabil- 
ity in prices cattle will continue to 
be scaree though prices may be high. 
The most effective means of bringing 
about that stability is to let the 
buyers of the United States come in 
and compete with the Alberta buyer 
for the surplus) which the Alberta 
farmer could, and glady would, pro- 
duce. The friends of The News at 
Ottawa have refused to let the Unit- 
ed States buyer bid for Alberta cat- 
tle, it is for them. to find some 
equally good outlet for the surplus 
beef that Alberta should produce, but 
does not ; and so to give the Alberta 
farmer assurance that if he grows 
steers the prices will not — shrink 
faster than the herds increase.’

THE CONSERVATIVE OPPOSI- 
TION AND HAIL INSURANCE. 


We were not aware that a general 
election was in contemplation by the 
Provincial Government, but it is re 
ported on excellent authority that 
certain prominent Liberals are busy 
spreading the news among the far- 
mers of certain parts of the riding 
of Red Deer that the Conservatives 
are equally responsible. with the Lib- 
erals of this province for the aban- 
donment of Government Hail Insur- 
ance. We beg to brand this state- 
ment, from whatever source it may 
emanate, as a malicious misstate- 
ment, intended to mislead with re- 
gard to matters of fact which are 
already on public record. The fol- 
lowing is the policy of the Conserva- 
tive party with regard to hail insur- 
ance, quoted from page nine of the 
Provincial Conservative Platform : 
‘‘Adequate hail insurance should be 
provided by the government until a 
proper scheme of co-operative hail 
insurance, satisfactory to the rural 
population of this province, is adopt- 
ed and in operation.’’ 

The Conservative Opposition in the 
Provincial Legislature, in the recent 
session, opposed the move on the part 
of the Government to drop hail in- 
surance and throw the door wide 
open to the companies. Previous ex- 
perience with insurance companies in 
this line of business has not been sat- 
isfactory to the farmers, and until 
this vexcd question is in the way to 
be settled to the satisfaction of the 
farmers themselves, we believe that 
the Government is undcr obligation 
to carry on this business and protect 
the farmers against the loss from 
nail, which so few new. settlers are 
themselves able to sustain. 

We do not wonder that the present 


government, burdened as they are 
with all kinds of debt, for the re- 


payment of which there is no pro- 
vision, no assets, no resources, 
should seek to get out of a business 
which they have so badly mismanaged 


that/that they have involved the province 


in a loss of half a million dollars 
in the three years past. The vast. 
indebtedness of the province, the 
Government's own incompetence and 
lack of business management, the 
gloomy outlook for Sifton, Cross, 
Marshall et al, and the consequent 
need for campaign funds with which 
to fight the will of the people at the 
next gencral election, these are all 
reasons at the back of the govern- 
ment’s cowardly abandonment of the 
farmers protection avainst hail loss.

bill. Only the presence of some of 
the ablest scouts of the U.F.A. pre- 
vented this becoming law, and the 
deposit was made $10,000, still ab- 
surdly inadequate. Duncan Marshall, 
the farmers’ friend (?) was respon- 
sible for such a proposal, and the 
assiduous attendance of the farmers’ 
representatives was one of the gal- 
ling sensations of the session, not 
alone ‘to the Premfer, but also to the 
Mini-ter of Agriculture.

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FIGHT THOUSAND DIE EVERY 
YEAR FROM TUBERCULOSIS. 


Sir James Grant estimates that 
cight thousand persons die annually 
in Canada from tuberculosis. He 
thinks an anti-dust campaign — is 
needed. ‘The constant inhalation,” 
he says, ‘of all kinds of irritating 
dust makes the invasion of the 
tubercle | baciles an easy matter and 
hence the fatal determination of 


many eases of tuberculosis, the re- 
sult of street dust inhalation of re- 
cently expectorated tuberculous sput- 
tm, dried rapidly aiter a strong 
wind. Habitual infections from house 
dust are the most common sources 
of spreading this disease.’’ + As to 
the means whereby the campaign may 
be carricd on, he remarks: ‘In many 
cities today, the principal cleaning of 
streets is done at night and accom- 
plished as an almost dustless oper- 
ation in removing dust by automo- 
bile vacuum street cleaners, on the 
principle of vacuum house cleaning, 
which is rapidly taking the place of 
old and useless methods.’’ When we 
have vacuum cleaners in every house, 
and automobile cleaners on the same 
principle in the streets, we shall in- 
deed be a ‘‘spotless town.”

Frank Owens, of Pitcox, Commits 
Rash Act 


Frank Owens, a homesteader living 
some six miles west of Pitcox, took 
his own life on Thursday morning, 
June 27th, by hanging. He had been 
in ill health for some time and had 
been treated at the hospital, and the 
suffering and despondency led him to 
the desperate act of suicide. Coroner 
Dr. George went out and investigat- 
ed the case, and was quite satisfied! 
deceased came to his death by his 
own hand.

Dunn has been looking after Owens 
in his illness and, according to his 
neighbors, did all in his power to 
care for him and cheer him up. 
Owens declared he was no good and 
had better be gone, and once a few 
days ago he said that if the Almighty 
would not end his suffering, he would 
end it himself. Dunn thought these 
expressions were wrung out of him 


by his pain, and he scemed _ better 
normally.

LABOR ON THE FARM 


Farmers Are Advised to Hire Their 
Help by the Year 


H. A. MacDonald who has charge 
of the Ontario Labor Bureau hands 
out the following advice to farmers: 

(1) First and foremost, arrange to 
employ a man by the year. We have 
found that the farmer who employs 
his help by the year, especially if he 
is able to supply a house and a small 
piece of land, is the farmer who has 
the least trouble over the he!p prob- 
lem. It is the better way ior the man 
as well as for the farmer. If you 
feel your work does not werrant the 
emploment of a man the year round. 
you might be well advised to consider 
the question of taking up a few more 
branches of farm work or handiing 
addlifonal live stock, and in this way 
we feel satistied you would more than 
make up the extra cost of the heip. 

(2) Do not be too exacting about 
vetting an experienced man. Expert. 
enced farm laborers are rare at the 
present time, as there Is a large de- 
mand for them in the Old Country 
as well ag on this side. If you take 
an inexperienced man, recognizing 
that he is unfainiliar with the con- 
ditions in this country, and devote 
a little attention to tralning him fer 
a few montl.s, you wil find, in nn: 
cases out of ten, that he will prove 
very useful to you.” Being reasonab'y 
generous in the matter of treatm ni 
and wages is essential if hired help 
{s to be retained.

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THE REGINA DISASTER) Hon, Frank Cochrane to 


Cyclone Swept District for Eleven Miles 


FARMERS HAD MANY NARROW ESCAPES 


Regina, July 4.—Reports which are’ 
coming in from the country show 
that the cyclone swept over a dis- 
trict at least 1] miles southwest of 
here and many miles north. Farm 
houses which were in the track of its 
fury were picked up like paper boxes 
and smashed into kindling wood and 
traces of them are being found miles 
around. The farthest. report of dam- 
age is at the home of Thos. Beare 
about 11 miles southwest of Regina. 
His house and that of his son were 
swept away, and all of the occupants 
were badly bruiscd and battered up, 
although not seriously. The next 
house ‘in the path of the storm was 
that of Walter Stephenson. He and 
his wife were badly hurt and both 
are still in bed. Mrs. Stephenson 
was pickid up 150 yards from the

house. The force of the storm: was 
such that she was practically 
stripped of her clothing. Incredible

as it may seem, even the 
her feet were torn off. Mr. 
Stephenson came from Pickering 
county, near Whitby, Ont. They were 
only married three months ago. 
NUMEROUS VICTIMS. 
Another newly married couple who 
were victims of the cyclone were Mr. 
and Mrs. J. Dunlop, who came from 
Western Ontario. They were married 
at Christmas. Their home, only 
three miles out of Regina, was com- 
pletely demolished and the contents 
of it and barn are seattered for mil- 
es around. Mrs. Dunlop has a 
wrenched ankle, while she is badly 
bruised, although not seriously. 
Opposite their place was the resi- 
dence of Robert Kerr. Andrew Roy, 
of Howick, Que., was visiting at Mr. 


Kkerr’s and was instantly — killed. 
Mrs. Kert suffered serious injuries 
and Mr. Kerr is still in the Regina 


His little daughter 
had her arm broken. Nothing is left 
of the buildings, even cement foun- 
dations are ground into powder. 
The Calvin Presbyterian church near- 
by is also badly wrecked. The next 
farm struck was that of John Moon- 
ey, which is rented by Mr. and Mrs. 
James, Old Country people. Both 
are in the hospital at Regina, along. 
with their children and the hired 
man, unable to find accommodations. 
WILL ERECT HOUSES. 

The railway officials decided to 
erect a large number of residences 
and they settled on plans for two 
classes of buildings. One a two 
storey house to cost about $2,500 
and the other a bungalow costing 
about $1,800. If neGessary they will 
build 500 of these houses. Tenders 
for the houses have been called for 
and work will be started at once. 
It is hoped to have some completed 
within ten days. Over 1,000 carpen- 
ters were at work today and more 
are pouring into the city on every 
All are at once put to work. 

Hundreds of bricklayers are also 
busy and the residences which were 
slightly damaged or do not have to 
be torn down are being patched up 
for immediate occupancy in remark- 
ably fast time. 

The warehouse of H. W. Lacid & 
Co. is in a charred condition but is 
being rapidly cleared up. Rapid pro- 
gress is being made with Cushing 
Bros. mill and the factory will soon 
be ready to start work again. 

The board of the Methodist ehweck 
this afternoon arranged to go ahead 
with the reconstruction of — their 
church. They propose erecting a 
building of similar proportion on the 
old site. The contractors will begin 
the work as'soon as the debris is re- 
meved. 


General hospital. 


Regina, July 4.—Practically every- 
thing now is new business. Retro- 
spection has no place in the minds of 
the citizens of Regina, and all atten- 
tion is directed to the days to come, 
during which they propose to build a 


larger and better city. Everything 
points to its accomplishment — and 
that as soon as possible. Amid the 


bustle of reducing and planning for 
the future the funerals go steadily 
on. Late Wednesday afternoon Jam- 
es Macdougall’s body and that of 
one of his little darghters were laid 
away. 

This family Las suffered heavily, 
and Mrs. Macdouga.| and twd more 
of her little ones are at present in 
the hospital. Good progress is being 
made on the north side in clearing 
away the wreckage from the whole- 
sale buildings, and already the C.P. 
R. has a new frame freight shed al- 
most ready to replace the one which 
was levelled last Sunday night. In 
this section, too, the residences, 
which were as a rule smaller than 
those south of the track, are gradu- 
ally carricd away or repaired as the 
conditions may require. 

Away off on the prairie to the 
north cast of Searth street the 
ground is strewn with wreckage. 
There were some little shacks in this 
vicinity, of Which nothing is left’ be- 
hind whatever. One little cottage 
has three walls standing, but is with- 
out a roof or back, and through the 
open window the’ busy wife is sorting 
out such of her household goods as 
have been gathered eff the prairie, 
some of it three blocks away. 

MANY TREES DESTROYED. 

There is one effect of the storm 
that time can only remedy, that is 
the damage to trees. Every tree 
that was in the path of the storm is 
destroyed. They are all leaning to 
the north, and in some cases are 
tora out by the roots, the branches 
have been twisted of and they are 
as bare of leaves as a telephone pole ; 
in some cases even the bark is 
stripped clean off the trees. 

After working night and day the 
street railway employees got in con- 
dition to start the serviee on Wed- 
nesday afternoon. There were miles | 
of wire to put in place, and a great | 


many of the iron trolley poles have 
been set at angles, but now practi- 
cally all the lines are in operation 
again. Dynamite will probably be 
used to locate any bodies which may 
be in Waseana lake. It is believed 
by the offscials that a number of 


water craft were still on the lake 
when the cyclone struck, and that 
several persons may have been 


drowned. 

At first it was intended to drain 
the lake in order to get the others, 
but it is understood the provincial 
medical authorities refuse to allow 
the draining of the lake, claiming 
that it might start an epidemic of 
typhoid fever. Dr, Bow, medical 
health officer for Regina, concurs in 
the idea of dynamiting, and it is 
not likely that any attempt will be 
made to drain the lake. 

SEEKS TROUSSEAU. 

A prospective bride who lived on 
Smith street, is searching over 
about three blocks of debris looking 
for some trace of her wedding fimery. 
When she does recover it there will 
be little or no value connected witb 
it, with the exception of the senti- 
mental association. ‘TI did find my 
hat, and | wish you could see it. 
It cost thirty-five dollars and it’s 
not worth a cent; but isn’t it 
awfully selfish of me talking about 
my clothes when I have such a lot 
to be thankful for. T can get new 
clothes, and when I think of the 
narrow escape mother and 1 had, 
1 am indeed grateful, but they were 
such nice clothes.” 

Then she went off merrily laughing 
to see if some papers that were be- 
ing pulled out of a basement a 
couple of hundred feet from where 
she lived belonged to her father. 

There are a number of foreigners 
working clearing away the ruins, and 
some of them cannot speak any, Eng- 
lish or even understand it. A woman 
was searching along the path of the 
wind for some of her household 
goods and saw some in a_ basement 
about half a block from where she 
lived. She was pointing out what 
she thought was the end of a lace 
curtain among other things, and in- 
dicated to the foreigner who was 
working in the hole to get the sup- 
posed lace curtain out. There was 
lace on the article all right, but 
they were not lace curtains. We all 
felt just a little bit embarassed.
